ALBANY, N. Y.,' Dec. 15.—W)— 


The state legislature put out a 
steadying hand today to keep New 
York City on Its financial feet. 


An extraordinary session, acting 


swiftly in the earlv hours of the 
morning, passed bills enabling the 
city to lop $40,000,000 off its 1933 
budget. 


Earlier It had acted on Governor 


Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's request 


for a move toward reorganizing 
the government of the metropolis 
to obtain greater efficiency and 
economy, a suggestion also ad- 
vanced by Alfred E. Smith. 
The 


legislature created a 
bl-partlsan 


committee to examine the pro- 
posal. 


The legislative mill also ground 


out measures to relieve four hard- 
pressed 
Upstate 
communities. 


Syracuse, Dunkirk, Utica and Ne- 
wark received authority to refund 
part of their bonded indebtedness. 


The New York City measures, 


which envision salary reductions 
of $20,000,000, were demanded by 
bankers who refused 
to go on 


lending the cltv money until re- 
trenchment was assured. Assembly- 
man Saul Streit, New York City 
democrat, suggested 'an investiga- 
tion of "these bankers" but no 
action was taken.

"Medical science has discovered 


that a naturally left handed child 
tends to become 
self-conscious, 


starts to stammer, or develops an 
inferiority complex if teachers or 
parents insist on his writing with 
the right hand," Zersen said. 
"We have discovered that if

person Is left handed, he also Is 


'left-eyed.' That provides a means 
of learning definitely whether a 
child is right or left minded." 
In the test, the subject looks 


through a funnel-shaped device at 
a cardboard bearing two letters.

gangsters, 
Dr. 
Walsh 


asked police protection.

Wilson failed to appear. 
Last night a man rushed into the 
place, pushed past the 
physician's 
secretary and fired three shots into 
Walsh. 
"George, I've been shot," Walsh 


gasped to George F. Murphy, a 
friend, who was in an adjoining 
X-ray room. 


Murphy seized a revolver and 
chased the fleeing' assailant. Two 
policemen joined 
him. 
Trading 


shots with the fugitive, they saw 
him take refuge in a parked taxi- 
cab. Shooting as they approached 
the cab, they found the man's life- 
less body on the floorboards. There 
were seven bullets in it. 
The dead man's record showed 


he was sentenced to eight years 
for robbery in the Bronx in 1923 
and that he was convicted twice 
of grand larceny in White Plains, 
N. Y.
